Business trade in the Fatherland, recently wrote 

Methods a letter to Consul-General Robert P. 

Criticised. Skinner of Hamburg, in which he 
strongly criticised the nature of much commercial 
correspondence received from American manufactur- 
ers exploiting the German market. The critic in 
question is a practical importer of good financial 
standing, who is at all times prepared to examine 
propositions relating to manufactured goods and to 
make an effort to introduce them if there seems to be 
any likelihood of being able to create a demand. 

It happens daily that the importing firm receives 
American catalogues, trade papers and other litera- 
ture which they peruse and which are of interest to 
them. When they see an article illustrated in this 
printed matter that interests them, and which they 
believe they can import, they write to the manufac- 
turer and explain all details. They want to know for 
custom-house purposes of what material the article 
is principally made, whether it is polished, painted, 
japanned, or dull finished, whether brass or brassed, 
silver or silvered, and so on, as all these points make 
a big difference in figuring the actual duty. They 
must know gross and net weight when packed for ex- 
port and prices f. o. b. New York for original cases 
or stated quantities. 

What happens? They receive a courteous reply, 
but they do not receive the details asked for; if prices 
are quoted they are f. o. b. cars at some western city 
or shipping point, so that they are unable to figure 
landed cost, having no means of ascertaining the cost 
of freight from point of manufacture to seaport. But 
this is not the worst. 

Most manufacturers reply that before making a 
price they want to know the probable quantity re- 
quired to make a price. Now, how can the importers 
determine the quantity that they will require of an 
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article not yet introduced on the other side? Natu- 
rally, the quantity they will require depends on the 
quality, the finish, 4nd the price of the article. 

In the case of the importing firm referred to they 
say in their letter of complaint to the consul: 

“Why do not our American friends, instead of 
wasting our time and theirs, simply give prices based 
on quantities and say, for instance: “The article you 
inquire about is made of cast iron and is brassed, or 
is made of wood and is polished or stained any color, 
weighs so much gross and so much net; an original 
case contains 6 dozen and measures so many cubic 
feet; prices f. o. b. New York, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, or Boston are: For gross, $10; § gross, $9.50; 
{0 gross, $9.25; 50 gross, $9; 100 gross, $8.75; lots 
of 500 gross or over, 5 per cent further discount.’ 
Or let them give a ground price and discounts accord- 
ing to quantities. With such information in hand 
we can figure and we can commence work, especially 
if a few catalogues and a sample accompany the of- 
fer. But when a manufacturer asks us to state first 
what we can use of an article, which we do not yet 
know and which we might introduce if we had the 
necessary details, we are apt to drop and forget the 
matter rather than to bother with it. 

“TI have the same experience in all manufactured 
articles, such as hardware, tools, machinery, as well 
as in woodenware, and in raw and semi-raw mate- 
rials. I therefore decided to put this matter before 
you, hoping that if you give it publicity through the 
proper channels this might help to remedy and to im- 
prove upon a method of doing business which seems 
to be antiquated to say the least.”

ably will continue to be in the vicinity of 

that mark after the full developments of the thirteenth 
census become known unless the estimates of the Cen- 
sus Bureau officials fail. The returns so far received 
indicate a fairly even growth in all directions from 
the present central point, the result of which must be 
to leave the point at its present general neighborhood. 

Only a small percentage of the total population has 
been announced thus far, but enough is shown by the 
general trend to justify some generalizations. Prob- 
ably the most important of these is that the Eastern 
states are holding their own to such an extent as to 
indicate that the “pull” of the West will not be suffi- 
cient to disturb greatly the present equilibrium. With 
some exceptions, the East is showing as marked 
‘growth as the West. Probably there will not be as 
pronounced gain in individual cases, but the average 
bids fair to be almost, if not quite, as good. 

The Eastern growth is attributable in the main to 
the development of manufacturing enterprises along 
the Northern Atlantic seaboard. The increase in Okla- 
homa, amounting to 109 per cent over the population 
of the same area in 1900, is phenomenal, and is no in- 
dication of the rate of growth either in the West or 
in the country at large. That of Rhode Island, on the 
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other hand, is more characteristic of natural growth 

in other sections similarly situated. Still, Rhode Is- 
land, with her 26.6 per cent of gaih, is believed to be 
considerably above the average. If the Rhode Island 
increase should be maintained the country would show 
a total of about 96,000,000 people, whereas only about 
gO,000,000 are counted upon. 

Oklahoma’s vast augmentation is due to its attain- 
ment of statehood and to the opening up of new and 
rich territory. The same conditions do not exist else- 
where, for even though Arizona and New Mexico are 
coming in as new states, neither of them presents the 
attractions of Oklahoma in the way of newly available 
soil. Many sections of the West, however, will do 
credit to the traditions of that region. Western Texas, 
for instance, will make a marked gain, as will the 
State of Washington, in both urban and rural dis- 
tricts. In Oregon, Portland is sure to make a big 
showing, as are Los Angeles, Berkeley and Oakland, 
in California. 

The mining states of the inter-mountain region 
probably will suffer somewhat from the failure to de- 
velop important new camps during the past decade. 
Mining has not fallen off as an industry, but as a rule 
it is the boom conditions attending rich discoveries 
that swell the census rolls in the mountains. Nevada 
alone meets these conditions, and several new and im- 
portant towns will be added as a result of mining de- 
velopments in that state. Colorado and Utah will 
show a healthy growth, as will the two Dakotas. 
New irrigation enterprises will help out in Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Wyoming. 

Comparisons will be in the interest of Nebraska, 
not only because there have been creditable additions 
but because of the poor showing made in 1900, due 
to the padding of the census of 1890. Not so much is 
expected of Iowa, as this state has lost heavily to other 
Western states and to Canada. Portions of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and Illinois have suffered from a like 
cause. The high price of farm lands and the tendency 
of well-to-do people towards small families are the 
two principal reasons for this falling away. 

The comparatively good showing in the Eastern 
states is due more to foreign immigration than to nat- 
ural addition to the native stock. There, as in the 
West, the disposition in certain classes is to hold the 
family down to the minimum, with the result that the 
census rolls show correspondingly more foreign than 
American names. The immigrant of the present day 
<loes not continue onward to the interior as did his 
predecessors of twenty or thirty years ago. With so 
much of the desirable agricultural land taken up, the 
greater attractions appear to be found in the coal 
mines of Pennsylvania and the factories of New Eng- 
land. To this tendency more than to any other cir- 
cumstance will be due the fact that the central point 
of population will not be greatly changed. 

Of all the Southern states, Texas will make the 
best showing, but Georgia also will manifest a very 
creditable growth, as will also the two Carolinas. The 
South will continue to be the most American section in 
that it will show the presence of fewer immigrants 
from abroad than any other portion of the Union. 

The following are the population figures, according 
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to the thirteenth census, in the largest fifteen cities 
thus far reported, showing the comparison with the 
same cities at the twelfth census and the gain in per- 


centage :

ALL present indications point to the fact that the 
foundations of prosperity—the crops of the country— 
will remain undisturbed for at least an- 
The Crops andother year. It is true that the wheat 
Prosperity. harvest will probably be 80,000,000 bush- 
els below last year’s record-breaking 
crop, but with 657,000,000 bushels it is up to the av- 
erage of the last ten years. And practically all other 
important crops promise yields equal to or above the 
ten-year average. If there is no superabundance of 
wheat, cotton and corn, the other two of the three 
great crop pillars of material welfare should more 
than fill any gap. 

The present cotton condition indicates a crop of 11,- 
000,000 bales, or 70,000 bales above last year. The boll 
weevil and other cotton troubles of last year may turn 
out to have been blessings in disguise to the South. 
They have led to more planting of wheat, and espe- 
cially to more planting of corn, in that section. It 
has been admitted for years that the South’s position 
would be stronger with greater diversity in agricul- 
ture and less dependence on cotton. Recent conditions 
have led Southern farmers to take real steps toward 
doing something to this end instead of just talking 
about it. 

The final crop figures of*this year promise to show 
the South as an important contributor to the corn crop 
of 1910. This promises an increase of 225,000,000 
bushels over last year, or 3,000,000,000 bushels al- 
together, which is 25 per cent above the average of 
the last ten years. Corn will more than ever be king 
of the American harvest this year. At the same time 
the hay crop of 60,000,000 tons is up to the average, 
and it is estimated that there are stored supplies of 
hay equal to a year’s demand left over from former 
years. 

This abundance of the two great forage crops points 
to a notable increase in the number of food animals, 
which for three or four years has been running below 
the normal average. Owing to the large corn crop 
last year, despite its poor shipping quality, the farmers 
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have been enabled to increase their herds of hogs and 
cattle. 

There is every evidence that the American people 
will have abundant occasion in Noyember to give 
thanks as a nation for abundant yields of the fruits 
of the earth. If we could only manage to come to 
some end of our disturbing political agitations and 
controversies by reaching some definite decision as 
to the limits or limitlessness of government regulation 
of business we should probably be able to look for- 
ward with assured confidence to an era of real pros- 


perity. 
RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

According to well-established reports, Stephen S. 
Palmer of New York, President of the New Jersey 
Zinc Company of Pennsylvania, who has been at Slat- 
ington, Pa., for several months personally supervis- 
ing the construction of a new $10,000,000 plant, has 
also arranged with the Chestnut Hill Railroad for an 
extension from its present terminus at Kunkletown, 
Monroe county, to Stroudsburg, to connect with the 
Lackawanna Railroad. Mr. Palmer’s project is said 
to be rivaled in America this year only by two other 
great industrial organizations—one at Gary, Ind., by 
the United States Steel Corporation, and the other 
at South Bethlehem, Pa., by Charles M. Schwab. The 
immensity of the enterprise can be imagined from the 
fact that the furnaces and reducers will be scattered 
along a range of five miles, and to adjust itself to new 
conditions the Central Railroad of New Jersey has de- 
cided to abandon two old stations and erect a new one 
in the center of the works at a cost of $100,000. It 
has been decided by Mr. Palmer to spend $1,000,000 
to make an elevated railroad, first, for the safety of the 
workmen and their children, partly for economic ad- 


vantage and to preserve the beauty of the town.

At last they are going to honor the “Old Black 
Mammy” of the South! A monument to her cher- 
ished memory is to be erected in Galveston, Texas, and 
the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association has con- 
tributed $100.00 toward it. That the hardware job- 
bers of the Southland should have taken the interest 
they have in the rearing of a mark of honor to per- 
petuate the memory of the negro mammy is not sur- 
prising, for no doubt many of them repeated their 
morning and evening prayers at her knee and listened 
with intense childish interest to her stories and lulla- 
bies. The old-time Southern mammy is almost ex- 
tinct. Few of her kind are living today. A monu- 
ment in her honor would be unique among memorials, 
for the black mammy was unique. 

The New York Sun recently paid tribute to her in 
the following terms : 

“Storied urns and sacred edifices have been placed 
in all parts of our land, dedicated to memories of good, 
bad and indifferent, and to achievements noble, benefi- 
cent or otherwise. We see heroes, some of them too 
cheap to quote, careering on stationary but foaming 
horses, and mark the attitudes of sculptured patriots 
and statesmen most of whom are painted in our pri- 
vate pantheons and immortalized in grateful memory ; 
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but we encounter also the effigies of mud-stained pub- 
licists and futile warriors and questionable benefactors. 
Nothing more or less could be expected. We let it 
go at that. All of us, however, can unite upon the 
old black mammy, the millions who have enjoyed her 
kindly ministrations and the other and more numerous 
millions who have only heard of them. To Southern- 
ers, whether we refer to those still living South or to 
the countless thousands who are now distributed all 
over the North, the East and the West, hers is a name 
to conjure with. White-aproned, turbaned, always de- 
voted and alert, she nursed a strenuous and proud race 
through the ailments and vicissitudes of childhood. 
They went to sleep to her cradle tales and chants. They 
lolled upon her humble, patient breast. She comforted 
them in their hours of infantile affliction. The Civil 
War, with its dread epilogue of terror, touched Old 
Mammy not at all. She was unconsciously sworn to 
the family. She performed her simple but incalculable 
duty. Few members of her class survive, the race is 
surely dying; but if ever there were heroes and mar- 
tyrs who deserved immortal celebration, the old negro 
mammy is among them, and not far from the head of 
all the list.”

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A NEW OVEN-DOOR.

HOW TO TELL STEEL PIPE FROM IRON PIPE. 





It is so often difficult for users of pipe to distin- 
guish iron pipe from steel that a few hints on the sub- 
ject may be found helpful. The scale on steel pipe is 
very light and has the appearance of small blisters or 
bubbles; the surface underneath being smooth and 
rather white; on iron pipe the scale is heavy and 
rough. 

Steel pipe seldom breaks when flattened, but when 
it does break the grain is very fine; whereas the fiber 
of iron is long and when the pipe breaks, as it readily 
does in the flattening test, the fracture is rough. Steel 
pipe is soft and tough and when it is threaded the 
threads do not break but tear off. 

It requires very sharp dies to cut the threads on 
steel pipe successfully, and a blunt die, which might be 
used with satisfactory results on iron pipe, will tear the 
threads on steel pipe, because of softness of the metal.

There is little incentive for a clerk to work hard 
and make as many sales as he possibly can when he 
knows that his fellow worker is receiving as much 
money as he and yet is not turning in the sales that 
he is doing. It may not be strictly according to the 
established ethics of trade, but it is human nature. 

Again, if a merchant does not have some accurate 
check upon the men who make his sales, an underrated 
man may be doing much better than he is given 
credit for, and is really the best salesman of the lot. 
An accurate account each day of every man’s sales 
will put them all on their mettle and they will do bet- 
ter work for it.

structed as to give a long fire travel to the products of 
combustion before reaching the smoke flue. The lower 
section of the jacket is made of heavy wire cloth, to 
allow a free flow of air from all parts of the room to 
the heater. The other two sections of the jacket are 
made of polished steel lined with asbestos, so that pu- 
pils may sit near the heater and enjoy the same tem- 
perature as those sitting farthest away from it. The 
top section of the jacket of the “Hero” school room 
heater is made not only to be attractive in appearance, 
but its shape adds great strength and durability to the 
jacket. The heater should stand on a brick or cement 
foundation covered with galvanized iron, as shown in 
the illustration. The company’s vent duct for remov- 
ing foul air is used where there is but one flue.

Where the chimney has a double 
flue, one of the flues can be used for smoke and the 
other for foul air, as shown in the illustration.

There is no cutting of floors or carpets unless the oc- 
cupant of the house so desires, as all registers can be 
placed in the walls. All air entering into the house can 
be passed through screens, if desired, thus eliminating 
practically all the dust in the air without, provided the 
house is situated in a neighborhood where dust exists 
in the atmosphere. 

Radiators in a room invariably draw to them all of 
the particles of dust within the room and deposit them 
upon the walls. With the warm air system in connec- 
tion with ventilation, these particles of dust are with- 
drawn from the room, thus adding another feature of 
healthfulness to the home. It is not possible to pre- 
vent the introduction of dirt and dust into the home. 
They are brought in on shoes and in clothing, but the 
only method of getting rid of them is by ventilation in 
connection with the warm air system of heating. 

The accepted location of radiators is in proximity to 
the windows, thus taking space that is the choicest 
in the rooms and in many cases preventing occupants 
of rooms sitting near the windows, whereas with warm 
air heat the registers are invariably located at points 
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remote from the windows, and occupy absolutely no 
space that could be utilized for any other purpose.—

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A BUTT MITER AGAINST A PLAIN SURFACE 
OBLIQUE IN PLAN. 


BY E. R. PROBERT. 

Let A B D C in Fig. 198 be the plan of the cornice 
which it is required to miter against a vertical surface 
standing at any angle with the lines of the cornice, the 
angle being shown by A B. Draw the profile F E in 
position corresponding to the lines of the cornice, all 
as indicated. 

Space the profile in the usual manner, and through 
the points draw lines parallel to the direction of the 
cornice cutting the miter line A B. On any con- 


























venient line at right angles to the lines of the cornice, 
lay off the stretchout G H of the profile F E, through 
the points in which draw measuring lines in the usual 
manner. Placing the tee-square at right angles to the 
cornice, or what is the same, parallel to the stretch- 
out line G H, bring it successively against the points in 
the miter line A B and cut corresponding measuring 
lines, 

A line traced through the points of intersection thus 
obtained, as shown by J J will be the pattern required.

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THE TAYLOR CENTENNIAL EXHIBIT AT THE 


SHEET METAL CONTRACTORS’ 
CONVENTION. 


Visitors to the Sixth Annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Sheet Metal Contractors, recently 
held in Philadelphia, found much to interest them in 
the exhibit of N. & G. Taylor Company, Philadelphia, 
celebrating this year their One Hundredth Anniver- 
sary.

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HARDWARE. 


General conditions governing the market for hard- 
ware have been satisfactory throughout the current 
week, Prices are being well maintained and only 
where large orders are concerned, concessions are be- 
ing made. Withdrawals on outstanding contracts con- 
tinue fair and show a slight increase. Manufacturers 
and distributors are making extensive preparations to 
meet the fall demand, which is promising. Inquiries 
for wire and cut nails were larger, which resulted in a 
fair increase in orders, but no large buying movement 
has set in as yet to meet the usual active fall require- 
ments of consumers. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 





TIN PLATE.. 

Practically all the tin plate manufacturing plants 
are booked to capacity for the balance of the year, and 
the situation is regarded as quite satisfactory by manu- 
facturers. Prices continue firm. New business placed 
shows little improvement, and only small lots are 
booked for quick shipment. The present production 
bids well to continue. The price of tin plate to re- 
tailers, f. 0. b. Chicago, is $8.50 for 100-pound tin 
plate 20x28. 


SHEETS. 
Business in sheets is by no means as active as it was 
a few weeks ago. The market is manifesting consider- 
able weakness, and buying continues chiefly in small 
lots. The Chicago price to retailers is $3.90 out of 
store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

There was a further advance in copper metal prices 
last week, and the leading producers are now holding 
electrolytic firmly at 1234c per pound and Lake at 13c 
per pound. 

It has been estimated that something like 200,000,- 
000 pounds of copper have been sold during the last 
thirty days, which has been divided between sales for 
export and to consumers in this country. Most of the 
copper has been sold for delivery next month and in 
October, and just how the statistics for the current 
month will be affected is not clear. The report last 
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Report. 





month, showing only a small gain in surplus in connec- 
tion with the steady reductions in the foreign surplus, 
has greatly encouraged the producing element, and it 
has become evident that the consumption of copper so 
far in 1910 has been about as large as the production. 

There is a difference of opinion as to what the out- 
put of the refineries will be during August, but it 
would seem fair to assume that with the larger sales, 
the deliveries will make a reduction in the surplus. It 
is the policy of the producers not to attempt to force 
buying of the metal so as to rush prices up, but to al- 
low the market to remain natural and advance in sym- 
pathy with the steady improvement in the statistical 
position of the industry. 

The fact that consumers are not carrying large 
stocks keeps them in the market as buyers, and pre- 
vents the sudden cessation of buying that has always 
followed the periods when all the consumers try to buy 
at once. It is hoped to keep the industry in this con- 
dition, and when the surplus has been reduced to a nor- 
mal figure, the monthly statements will be a help to the 
producer instead of a detriment, as they have been for 
the last twenty months. In a broad way, the outlook is 
in favor of a large increase in the demand for copper 
and higher prices.

Outside interests in New York are quoting carload lots 
at 4.47'4c for spot and 4.40@4.45c for September de- 
livery. London rallied a little at the end of the week 
and closed at £12 10s, the same as a week ago.

Moderate sales of antimony and liberal offerings of 
ordinary brands at irregular prices led to continued 


weakness in prices.

Structural steel continues to attract best atten- 
tion, and contracts covering over 90,000 tons for the 
Quebec bridge and about 65,000 tons for new subways 
in New York are still pending. Orders are aiso pend- 
ing for about 35,000 to 40,000 tons for buildings. A 
slightly better inquiry for steel tubes, rails and bars 
was noted, but no sales of importance were effected. 
The demand for wire products continues large, and 
leading manufacturers look for a new high record in 
sales for 1910. No additional large orders for steel 
rails from railroads are expected until late in Septem- 
ber or early in October. Meanwhile, rail mills have 
ample orders to keep up full. operation for several 
months ahead. 

During the week there was a slight reduction in No. 
28 blue annealed steel bars in Chicago. 


PIG IRON. 

The demand for pig iron continues dull, especially 
in the eastern territory, the principal business of the 
week having been done by the leading pipe interests. 
The total sales in the eastern territory for the week 
are estimated not to have exceeded 10,000 tons, and 
there was about the same tonnage in the Central West. 
The output of pig iron is not being reduced as rapidly 
aS was anticipated, and unless a radical change is 
brought about the decrease during August will be little 
more than 40,000 tons. 
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Prices show very little change. Some iron has been 
sold in the Alabama district at $11 ton, f. o. b. Bir- 
mingham, but it is claimed that this was not first-class 
No. 2 foundry iron, and that none of the latter can be 
bought at less than $11.50, with some furnaces holding 
out for $12. Virginia iron is steady at $13.50 ton, 
Roanoke. Northern iron is nominally unchanged. 

In the Chicago pig iron market buyers are in a better 
frame of mind. Salesmen say that where the week 
previous purchasing agents had sent back their cards 
with the unwelcome words “not interested,” they were 
approachable during the last week and showed a keen 
interest. Their interest resulted in considerably larger 
inquiry and the closing of some round lots.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Buyers trying to obtain iron for next year’s delivery at 
current prices for both Northern and Southern output has 
been the feature of the market. Such overtures, with prices 
at present levels, are not profitable to the furnaces and have 
not resulted in business. There has been an increased in- 
quiry for delivery up to the first of January, and in many 
instances this has resulted in sales. Locally, two or three 
good sized contracts have been closed. 

“Sales of Ohio iron are few and far between, on account 
of prices which are being made at certain points in other 
districts enabling them to come into, what is ordinarily, out- 
side territory for them. 

“We note no change in prices, although there has been 
much pressure brought to bear to shade Southern prices for 
prompt and last quarter business particularly. It is reported 
in the Birmingham district sales have been made at an ad- 
vance over what has been considered the market minimum. 

“The outlook for the immediate future is guess work, 
although consumption in the main seems to be keeping up 
and production by the first of September will show further 
decrease. It is estimated that consumption is proceeding now 
at the rate of about twenty-four to twenty-five million tons 
per year. 

“Coke is quiet and without interest. The output in the 
Connellsville district during the last week showed a decrease 
in production and falling off in shipments. Movements from 
other districts are regular and there is shortage of labor at 
some producing points, which is keeping the production 
down.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 


port: 

“August is nine times out of ten, from a seller’s stand- 
point, a dull month—betwixt and between seasons as it were. 
And this month is no exception to the rule. While there 
has been some buying right along, the volume has been small 
as compared with the business done in the months preceding. 
But in spite of the reduced sales consumption is going on at 
a great rate. Shipments this month have been tremendous. 
There is absolutely no question in regard to the quantity of 
iron that is being melted. And this, coupled with the steady 
reduction in production makes the favorable side to the iron 
situation. The general feeling in the market is much bet- 
ter. There seems to be a consensus of opinion that at last 
the market has really reached bottom and is about to re- 
bound. In fact the whole situation seems to be making rap- 
idly towards better things. 

“Prices are firm and there is beginning to be a great 
deal of interest in purchases for 1911 delivery, but furnaces 
are cautious regarding commitments for next year except at 
an advance over present quotations.”
